Plans perfected by the Voeational 
Education Board protf^le for an ex- 
penditure of $1 41,568.52 for voca- 
tional training in Kentucky during 
the next school term. Of the amount 
to be expended fifty per cent comes 
from the Federal government under 
the Smith-Hughes vocational act. 
In order to participate in the bene- 
fits of the fund the State has to put 
up a'dollar for every dollar that the 
government spends in this State for 
vocational training. 

In appropriating the fund the Vo- 
cational Board set aside fS5,150.96 
for agricultural training, 116,866.71 
for teachers training at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky, $5,622.24 for 
teachers' training at t^e Kentucky 
Nonaal aad laduatrlal laatitute and 
$lS,133.4a for home eeonomlea trala- 
ing. 

Agricultural training will be 
taught in high schools at Livennore, 
Fordsviile, Lowes, Campbellsrllle. 
I^wisburg, Dawfion Springs, Benton, 
Whitesville, Mayslick, Mayfield, Ma- 
rion, Greenville, Franklin, Cadiz, 
Utica, Cunningham, ▲uburn. La Cen- 
ter. Burlington aad DaTlea county, 
Montgoaary aovaty 'aad Fraaklin 
county.' 

Home economic training will be 
taught In high sehooto at Morgan- 

field, Owensboro, Louisville, Somer- 
.set, Paducah. Dawson Springs, Green- 
ville, Paris, Hindman settlement 
school and in Montgomery county; 
and in negro schools at Frankfort. 
Owensboro, Paris, Georgetown and 
Mt. Sterling. 

Trades and industries training will 
be given at high schools in Louis- 
ville and Somerset. The teachers' 
training course will be be at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky and the Ken- 
tucky Normal and Industrial Insti- 
tutes.

"The idea of erecting memorial 
buildings instead of monuments of 
marble or bronze to the men who Boat 
their livea in the war is such a log- 
ical one that it is being adopted not 
only by many States, but by the Na- 
tion." said Congressman J. Campbell 
Cantrill, in discussing the proposed 
SUte Memorial Building at the Uni- 
▼erslty of Kentneky. 

"There is now in progress at the 
National Capital a movement to erect 
a mamtmoth eomrmtkm hall. In which 
will be placed on bronze tablets the 
names of all Americans who lost 
their lives in the service. It will be 
used by multitudes who will be con- 
tinually remisM of the aaerlfteea 
made by the men in whose honor it 
will be built, and of the principles of 
democracy for which they died. With 
each day'a luse by a people seeking to 
perpetuate the fmita of irtetory, it 
will become a more suitable tribute 
to the dead and a greater example to 
the living. It will be a monument 
more lasting than brass, and a 
worthy mfotlal. 

"Kentucky should take the name 
steps to honor her 2,800 sons who 
died in the service, and I shall do 
everything in my BOwer to prcmiote 
the campaign to ohtain $300,000 for 
a State Memorial Building on the 
campus of the University of Ken- 
tucky. It is peculiarly fitting that 
the building should be at, the State 
University rather than at the State 
Capitol, since it will be continually 
before the eyes and in the use of the 
young men and women who will reap 
the beneftta of the peace won by the 
dead h e ro es , many of whom came 
from their number. I understand 
that the proposed building will be 
used to house student activities, and 
will have a large auditorium for stu- 
dent aaaemhliea. Such a use will fur- 
ther dignify the memorial, which is 
to have in the rojtunda, tablet^ bear- 
ing the names of men from < acli 
county who gave their lives, and will 
keep fOraver green the memory of 
those we wish to honor."

H0I5TEIN BREEDERS MEET 



The very wet weather in the 
spring retarding planting of com 
and other crops followed by weeks 
of extremely 4(y waa^^ier, has made 
a very unfimrable season for . the 
farmer. 

Early corn has suffered much dam- 
age, especially on the uplands, as 
have gardens nnd pastures also. 
Rains in many localities have 
brought relief and will aid all crops. 

Wheat did not come up to expec- 
tations. The State average is given 
at 11 bjoshels per acre, running in 
various sections from 9 bushels to 14 
bushels as sectional average. This is 
3.9 bushels less than last month's 
estimate. In some localities it is re- 
ported as threshing exceptionally 
This average is one bushel per acre 
less than last year. 

On a preliminary estimate, rye is 
averaging a yield of 11 bushels per 
acre; while oi^ts is averaging 20 
bushels per aere, which is bush- 
els per acre less than last year's esti- 
mate. 

The outlook for the corn crop is for 
a short one. owing to the excessive 
hot. dry weather. Corn on the low- 
lands has not suffered to the extent 
that corn on the ridges has. The 
western and northwestern parts of 
State show the greatest damage from 
drouth. 

Great stress is laid upon the need 
of copious rains during this month, 
in order to bring crops up to any- 
thing like normal. 

Com acreage shows at 91 per cent, 
while condition Is given at 74 per' 
cent. This is 20 per cent lower in 
condition tiian has been given for 
several years, and would indicate an 
exceptionally short crop of com. 

Burley tobacco shows an acreage of 
93 per rent, while condition is given 
at 81 per cent, which is a slight im- 
provement over last month's eondi- 
tion. 

Dark tobacco acreage is given at 

91 per cent, and condition 75 per 
cent, indicating the hardship the 
drouth has worked upon this crop. 

A very uneven, stand of tobacco is 
reported. • 

Condition of hay i.s 92 per cent, 
with an estimated yield of 1.5 tons 
per acre. Some hay was lost owing 
to the excessive prices demanded foi 
farm labor and shortage of help dui - 
ing the time of harvest. 

Condition of alfalfa is given at 84 
per cent, and it is estimated the yield 
of the second cutting will average 
one ton per acre. 

Soy beans acreage is 87 per cent, 
which is a slight increase over last 
year. Condition ia given at 93 per 
cent. 

Oow peas aereage shows at 80 per 

cent, which is 4 per* cent less than 
last year, and the condition shows 80 

per cent. 

Only eleven counties report any 
I buckwheat acreage, which as a 
• whole is given at 91 per cent.' Bus- 
sell county shows the greatest in- 
I crease as compared with the acreage 
of last year. 

Bro^ corn acreage is 92 per cent, 
and condition is 80 per eent 

Hemp is reported from but four 
counties, showing an acreage of 60 
per cent, and condition of 75 per 
cent. 

Sorghum is aljnost a failure. 
Condition of f raits is given at 56 

per cent, while melons show at 69. 

Condition of potatoes shows at 7 2 
per cent, and the estimated acreage 
of the second crop is but 74 per 
eent. which Is but a slight Increase 
on the second crop over last year. 

Sweet potato acreage shows at 89 
per oBmU with eoaditlMi at 8S per 
cent. 

Cktfden eondltions are given at 74 

per cent. 

Live stock is reported in fairly 

good condition, with the exception of 
scarcity of stock water in some sec- 
tions. 

Pastures show a eondition of 80 

per cent. 

Taken as a whole, the report would 
indicate that without continued rain 
this month crop eoailtloBS are ex- 
ceptionally low. 

It is to be hoped that with season- 
able weather for the next few weeks 
the outcome in crop conditions will 
be improved over the Indieatioas as 
August Ist.

The Renown, which carried the 
Prince of Wales and his party to 
Newfoundland, is one of the most 
famous "mystery" ships of the Brit- 
ish Navy. 

She is a battle cruiser. Her fine 
lines permit a speed of 33 knots, but 
she is considered bw naval offieeia to 
be one of tlM rtaadiart and nuMt com- 
fortable ihipB in tha navy.

GOVEEOTEUT GETTING EEADY 
TO HGHT HIGH PRICES 



WASHINGTON, August 14.— At- 
torney-General A. Mitchell Valmer 
has received "enthusiastic" assent 
from virtually all State Food Admin- 
strators, whom he asked for co- 
operation in the Government's ef- 
forts to reduce the high cost of liv- 
ing. 

At the same time he sent instruc- 
tions to all District Attorneys to get 
in toocb wifli tba Food Administra- 
tors and to act at once on any evi- 
dence of law violation which might 
come to light in the work of the fair 
price committees to be reconsti^ted 
in every county. 

The attention of the District At- 
torneys also was called to the "un- 
limited availability" of the Secret 
Service for any investigative "work 
necesary to the puntthmant of 
hoarders and profiteers. 

A development of the day was the 
request by Mr. Palmer of Secretary 
David F. Houston that inspectors and 
packing houses be instructed to fur- 
nish to District Attorneys upon re- 
quest any information they might 
have. It was not indicated what was 
contemplated. 

Living problems continned to ab- 
sorb much of the attention of Con- 
gress. Federal supervision of the is- 
suance of stocks and certificataa was 
proposed in the Senate. 

Cold storage regulation suggested 
by President Wilson was taken up by 
the House Agriculture Committee. 

Europe's reports of foods from 
this country, practicularly that pur- 
chased with the $100,000,000 fund 
which President Wilson said was 
necessary to stop the westward 
spread of Bolshevism, drew the fire 
of Senator Henry L. Myers, who de- 
clared in a speech that people abroad 
were buying American products 
cheaper than they could be purebased 
at homa. 

Presidant Wilson's suggestion that 
Congress could show what can be 
done to control mounting prices by 
remedying the extortion which it has 
been chaised was rampant in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, resulted in the 
drafting of a bill by the District 
Commissioners, in conjunction with 
Chairman Murdock, of the Federal 
Trade Commission, which would put 
under license all dealers in food, fuel 
and wearing apparel, with the license 
revocable on proof of profiteering. 

Retail food merchants are begrin- 
ning to feel the effects of the dis- 
tribution of surplus foodstuffs by 
the War Department, it was indicated 
Monday when the department an- 
nounced officially that prices on cer- 
tain foods were being adjustad "to 
nuEka tiira^ ac^xd with reductions 
wbkli baWi taken place (sfnce August 
8) in the retail market on' gfanQar 
commodities of like grades."

— Mr. A. H. Smedley, aged 65, sui- 
cided Tuesday at 11:00 a. m. by 
shooting himself in the heart in the 
bath room of Dr. C. B. Smith, with 
whom he was rsrtdlwg. For some 
time Mr. Smedlej fmd been in fail- 
ing health, and had brooded much 
over his condition, but not being of 
a dispondent nature, neither the fam- 
ily or his friends wore prepared for 
the shock of Tuesday iiu>mins. 

He arose Tuesday momlns about 
his usual time, and was in good 
spirits. After breakfast he mingled 
with friends for a time on the 
streets, remarlcing tliat he had slept 
well the night before, and was not so 
nervous. About 9:30 he returned to 
the home of Dr. Smith, and was 
whistling at he entered the house. 
For a time he sat on the veranda and 
read a paper. About 10:S0 a. m. he 
went to the bath room, where the 
fatal shot was fired. The shot was 
not heard by any member of the 
faq^ily, as they were out of the house 
at the tfme. 

A few minutes later his niece, Mrs. 
H. C. Current, entered the home and 
went upstairs. On approaching the 
second floor she detected the odor of 
gunpowder mad immedintrty r etn r — d 
to the first floor, where she communi- 
cated the news to her mother, who 
did not think seriously of it. On go- 
tmg to the second floor again, she 
towd that ah^ eooMi Mt ««ter the 
hitth room. The alarm was given and 
an entrance soon effected, when the 
lifeless body of Mr. Smedley was 
found. Coroner Rudolph Davis wai" 
tmmediatflly aiMUBOBod, aad was soon 
on the scene. A verdict was rendered 
according to the above facts. 

Mr. Smedley was one of the best- 
known men in Central Kentucky, 
hftTini; heea a prominent figure both 
in business and social circles. When 
quite a young man he held the posi- 
tion of salesman for his brother, Mr. 
J. G. Smedley, dealer in dry goods in 
Btdterrihwig. Lntar he conducted a 
gents' furnishing eetahlishment in 
the property now occupied by Jones 
Brothers as a grocery. After this he 
went to St. Louis. Mo., where he con- 
ducted a shoe eatahliAMsnt for a 
number of ye^rs. On returning to 
Kentucky, he and his brother, Brodis 
Smedley. purchased a farm near 
Hutchison, which they operated until 
the dMith of his hrother. Brodis 
Smedley, about five years ago. He 
then came to Millersburg to reside 
with his broiher. Mr. J. G. Smedley, 
and since the death of his brother, 
which oeenrred in 1917. he has re- 
sided in the^same home with his 
nephew. Dr. and Mrs. C. B. Smith. 

He was a bachelor and one of a 
large family of children, all of whom 
have preceded him to the grave, ex- 
cept one sister, Mrs. Knte Forrester, 
of Chicago, m. For many years he 
has been a member of the Baptist 
church, holding h\i^ membership at 
Paris. He was a brilliant man, well 
informed on all subjects, a reader 
and thinker, gentle in disposition, 
not eai^ily to distufb, an4 devoted to 
his nieces and nephews. His elder 
brother, Mr. William Smedley. died a 
few m<mths ago. This seemed to af- 
fect htai lifte. At times he suffered 
severe nervous attacks, but was 
bright and cheerful when they pass- 
away. 

The funeral was held Thursday at 
S9 p. m. from the residence of Dr. 
B Smith, services conducted by his 
pastor. Rev. R. O. Goldsmith, of the 
Paris Bapti.'^t church. Interment on 
the family lot by the side of his par- 
ents and other members of the family 
la the Carlisle Cemetery. The floral 
'tributes were numerous and l>eauti- 
!fui.
